World's Oil Resources 

Drifting Into British Hands, Pres- 
ident Advises Congress. 

Washington. — Interest of the United 
States in the race for the oil supply 
of the world, as embodied In the re- 
port of the State Department submit- 
ted by President Wilson to the Senate, 
has arisen from the alarming deple- 
tion of oil reserves ln the United 

While this country contributes 69 
per cent of the oil supply of the world 
40 per cent of its producing Melds have 
been exhausted, and. according to of- 
ficial estimates, oil reserves remaining 
in the United States are not expected 
to last 20 years. 

Of the reserve in this country for- 
eign Interesoj control but 4 per cent, 
despite the fact that the United 
States Is tbe only oil producing coun- 
try In which citizens and foreigners 
are permitted to participate ln oil 
production on equal terms. 

In the face of this "open door" oil 
nolicy pursued in this country, of- 
ficials said. American interests sre ex- 
cluded in Australia, Barbadoes, Brit- 
ish East Africa, British Guiana. Bur- 
ma!!. Dutch East Indies, Egypt. France. 
Algeria. India, Japan. Mesopotamia. 
Palestine. Persia, Trinidad snd the 
United Kingdom. \ 

In Mexico, which ranks second ln 
oil production In the world, and there- 
by controls the "balance of power." 
according to official estimates. Amer- 
ican concerns hold controlling inter- 
ests ln 60 per cent of producing fields. 

Potential interests of the British, 
however, have shown a steady in- ; 
throughout the world since |
